In NoYonbor 1952 SUBJECT sent t-wo letters to Jaroela^^^tlMAN, 
Chief of the Czecsi Trade Mlsaion. P'HAHKrURT/Maln. Eoesertstrasse 4. 

Zhi first letter stated that prior to Decaaber 1951 SUBJECT had 
received a file of persons to be "persecuted" in the CSE for their 
allsj: lance to the Caechoslovak governcent. He received the file 
fr-ii AiolsJfetTBLIK, a former ecployee of Radio Free Europe. “v.ho was 
also working for French Intelligence* liie file was given to SUBJECT 
as security for a loan and was later to be turned over to (Fnu) 

TitECEK who was Keotioned as a co>^orker of 3'JBLIK. In ending the 
Letter, SUBJI3CT indicated that he was willing to make "an agreement" 
to take revenge for his treatment at the hands of ths local popula- 
tlor. He also indicated that he had forwarded the file. The second 
letter, written a few days loiter, was In rsply to a letter written 
by LnBAN. In this letter, ilEJElT ataled that lie had contacted the 
Jre-nv,- ixovii Gcnaalate in i'H'NIGH in 1949, unsuccessfully seeklr^ 

(ujf ioyiuenb. SUBJECT desired to make some kind of arrangement now 
with urban's office. SUBJECT further mentioned that he bad been 
:cr.tacted by (Fnu) PLCTICA from Gamp Valka, NUERNBEHQ, who reportedly 
W'jrkadl for both US and Pranch Inteiliganos. PLOTIOA wanted SUBJECT 
to make translations into German of reports ho had previously rendered 
the <Uaeirican3 and French* PLO'flGA would then atteoapt to sell these 
reports to other Western European consulates In MJWICH* SUBJECT did 
not want to become involved Ln this but was willing to furnish URBAN 
with copies or originals of the reports* SUBJECT did not speolfloally 
indicate that these reports were actually in his pOssssslon but in- 
cloaed a listing of them witn the 1st ter. SUBJECT also inclosed a 
photograph of himself and hi? wife. Concerning his own background, 
EJ'.JEGT stated that ht ,wa.>« a native Of TISMOV, GSR, and that he trao 
presently employed by the Bavarian .Ministry of Justice as an Inter- 
prrter in the C^«ch l&nruage* 7\.a letter indicated that SUBJECT had 
•jro% ioiisly r',.entioned his d^u;,;hi.»!r, Eva, to UKBAh’* Eva lives In BRMO, 
.Jh, and SUBJECT de!>irva to viiiit her or i.ay« her visit him* SUBJECT 
*?ndsd the second lettar ly re iterating his daeire to work for URBAN* 
'■fiohnlcal coverage on SUBJECT up u'.tll January 1955 failed to indicate 
furtne-r contact with UPijAIi.’, the Caech Trad#* i'lasion, FRA‘'IKFUk7/Hain, 
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Coverage of the Cjsoh Trade Kiyi-icn, Fr:A‘ rI''URT/liain, liossert- 
atrasee 4, revealed that Jaroalav URB.Ui recaived a letter from SUBJECT 
or. 17 November 1952* This letter acknowledged URBAN' s answer to a

infomed UBBAN that be vculd like URBAN’ s help in Tilting hie 
daughter or hariag his daughter viait hla* WBJi^'a daughter 
resided in CSR* OAJMiQPIli requested a prsonal intendew with UB8AN 
and expressed his desire to aid the C^« URBAN replied hOT *ail 
that a personal Meting waa lDq»robablej he wrote that angrthing 
OAiCiOPIL had to eegr should be sent bgr regular mail. In his seoond 
letter, SUBJECT esq^lalned that he had been bom in the CSK and was 
now working in hDHICH as a Caeeh’^rman translator in the Bavarian 
nlnistzy of Justloe* He went into detail to explain that he was 
hardl/ earning enou^ to subsist* DAltt'C^lL asked URBAN if he qould 
poaslblj employ him et the Csech Klsslon* Aocoeq>argring the letter, 
spnt^a list of subjects of the reports that he had recelTsd 
froo afl-ii^^^LOTIGA to translate* PLOTICA interrogates border cros- 
sera and writes reports in Cxeeh on the information reoeived* Hie 
reports are then aold to the Frehoh and Americana* SUBJECT al^ made 
reference to a card file which he was mailing Ijmsediataly, aocooK 
panied by a letter of explanation* On 16 Kovember 1952 URBAN re~ 
ceived the above mentioned card file* After glancing through the 
file ho commented that the contents were very interesting*;. Later,' 
he said that the files wors unimportant as they eonoernsd names ' 
of people living in Ctechoslovakla who had been psrseeuted because 
they were polltioally unreliable* He cqssented that tbe cards were 
dated 1950 and were outdated* He said that he would bum them* On 
19 November 1952, after URBAN had left for PRAGUE, CSR, the letter 
explaining the card file arrived at the Kisslon* The letter ex- 
plained that DARMFIL had reoeived the card file as collateral for 
a loan of two hundred Deutsche Harks which he had laade to a friend 
of his, Alois BUBLIK, a Cseeh National* SlffiJECT went on to explain 
that BUBLIK had worked for Radio Free Europe, listening to tbs 
Czechoslovakian programs and reported the informatica to the French 
Information Servloo* BUBLIX also picked iq) information from Czechs 
at Camp Valka and Inparted it to Radio Free Europe* URBAN was noti- 
fied by phone that this letter had arrived* He said that he was not 
interested because the inforaation waa outdated* 

On 26 rtovember 1952 Jaro Slav URBAN arrived in FRAKKFURT/Maln 
frou. PnACUE, CSR. URBAN stated that he had taken the card file from 
CAiu-.OPIL to PRAGUE with him. He mentioned that ho had been reproached 
ty the PKAGU’E officials for attempting to handle .’aatters which did not 
con:ern the field of Foreiijn Trade. Ho went on to ejqjlain that the 
caz'vl ills was fouiio to be unl'iportant and, therefore, no further action 
would oe taken to contact DAit’'IO?IL« However, it Is possible that URBAN 
n-ile this etatemsnt for security reasons as thie remark is in direct 
coiiradlctlon to his first reaction to the card fils* tlion ho first 
encountsred the card file, ha became exolted and seemed to consider it 
important*
